TO THE HEADS OF EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENTS AND ESTABLISHMENTS 

SUBJECT: Emergency relocation planning 


Secxulty Resoiirces Board has requested the Bureau 
of the Budget and the General Services Administration to prepare a 
plan for the emergency relocation of essential units of the executive 
branch now located in the Washington area irtiich would provide suf- 
ficiently complete information and procedures to permit its rapid 
^d orderly execution should the need arise. The Board also requests 
that personnel assiped to this planning be advised of two assuM)- 
tlons, (1) that Washington will not be evacuated, and (2) that the 
emergency relocation plan will not be effectuated unless required by 
enemy action or the imminent threat of such action. 

Advance notice of the need for this plan was contained in 
Sectip II of the attachment acconqianying my letter to heads of 
exeptiye departments and agencies on the subject of wpianning for 
Continuity of Operations Under Emergency Conditions," dated 
Nperaber 9, 1950. Since then it is understood that considerable 
thought has been given by the agencies to their respective require- 
ments for emergency planning. 

pterest of time and effort, the Bureau of the Budget and 
the Gperal Services Administration will develop the plan as a joint 
pdertaking. Certain basic information is now required of the 
departments and agencies which should be furnished not later than 
April 5 , Spple of the reporting form, instructions concerning data 
w be reported, and general information on the subject are attached 
for yotir guidance. 

attention is also invited to the security classification 
oi th^ letter. In the event the information to be siroplied by the 
reporting agpcy requires a higher classification than "Restricted," 
it IS suggested that such material be held in the agency and proper 
note made on the reporting form to the effect that the information 
reqpsted has a higher classification and will be made available to 
us In accordance with security regulations.
